WASHINGTON, D. C.—A survey by the U. S. Bureau 
| of Home Economics has revealed that approximately one 
| out of every four families in the United States subsists on 
a diet inadequate to maintain average good health. 
The survey was based on findings on a food costs sur- 
| vey of 5,000 families typical of all classes in 26 cities. lt 
was shown that an average of 20 per cent of the industrial 


families surveyed, even in a “middle class’ group, spent 
less than $1.88 per capita per week for food, and ap- 
proximately 50 per cent under $2.50. The latter amount 


|| was set by the bureau as a minimum on which an adequate 
diet could be maintained. 

Although the survey had apparently not reached into 
the South, it showed lowest conditions for families on the 


North Atlantic coast and gave economic pressure as the 
reason. Daily records of typical families in Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Seattle, Sacramento and Oakland showed 


them only slightly better nourished.
